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A NEW adopted inland 
walk through the Black- 
down Hills is to be called 
The Apple Trail. 

A member of Sidmouth 
Chamber of Commerce 
came up with the idea of 
an inland walk and it was 
brought to the attention of 
Jenny Brown, who is the 
new tourism councillor for 
East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil. 

Councillor Brown said: 
“East Devon has two main 
routes - The Coast Path 
and The East Devon Way. 
West Dorset has five. The 
East Devon Way and the 
Coast Path both run east - 
west and broadly parallel 
to one another. A north- 
south route would inter¬ 
connect and give 
opportunity for circular 
routes. 

“The East Devon Way 
does a wonderful job of 
showcasing the impressive 


natural landscapes of East 
Devon, this new walk 
would complement the of¬ 
fering as The Apple Trail 
promotes small businesses 
and communities, passing 
accommodation providers, 
local shops and 18 rural 
pubs. The trail passes 
through two AONBs and 
meanders through 17 of 
our beautiful villages and 
hamlets built of local 
stone, thatch and cob, re¬ 
flecting the geology and 
traditional land use of the 
area, historical and archi¬ 
tectural interest would be 
highlighted along the way. 

“Why Taunton to Sid¬ 
mouth through the Black- 
down Hills? This route is 
a good length at approxi¬ 
mately 60 miles. A serious 
walk, but not a slog. The 
intervening countryside is 
highly attractive, but 
largely unappreciated by 
the tourism industry, so 


there is scope and capac¬ 
ity. Both Taunton and Sid¬ 
mouth have plenty of 
accommodation and good 
transport links. 

“The name has been cho¬ 
sen as apple production is 
synonymous with Devon 
and Somerset, as is cider. 
Our part of the world is as¬ 
sociated with many no¬ 
table apple varieties. 
Orchards are still common 
in this area and the pro¬ 
posed route passes by and 
through several. 

“We are looking at the 
possibility of introducing 
community orchards along 
the route. 

“Choosing the route has 
been done over quite a pe¬ 
riod of time. It is not the 
shortest route between 
Taunton and Sidmouth. It 
is designed to maximise 
the economic benefits to 
the communities on the 
route, to optimise the en¬ 


joyment of the walker, to 
keep them as safe as pos¬ 
sible, and to allow dogs to 
exercise, in many cases, 
off-lead. Steep slopes and 
muddy paths have been 
avoided. 

“We have three represen¬ 
tatives chosen to take the 
walk forward, myself, 
Duncan Gray on behalf of 
the Blackdown Hills Busi¬ 
ness Association and 
Richard Eley on behalf of 
Sidmouth Chamber of 
Commerce.”

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Rural broadband provider installs 
first cabinets in Blackdown Hills

A LANDMARK day has arrived for people living and 
working in the Blackdown Hills as Gigaclear, the ultra¬ 
fast mral broadband provider, has installed the first pure 
fibre broadband cabinets in the region. 

These cabinets will shortly connect surrounding prop¬ 
erties to the UK’s fastest broadband network purely via 
fibre, which will provide access to Internet speeds of up 
to 1,000Mbps for both uploads as well as downloads, 
the downloads being up to 33 times faster* than the UK 
average. 

Gigaclear is investing approximately £2.5million in 
the Blackdown Hills area to deliver ultrafast broadband 
to 2,000 properties as part of the company’s commercial 
rollout strategy. 

Joe Frost, business development director at Gigaclear, 
said: “This marks the start of a hugely exciting time for 
residents and businesses who live and work across The 
Blackdown Hills. The area is now at the centre of the 
largest pure fibre broadband network deployment 
planned in the UK, which includes the BDUK contracts 
awarded to Gigaclear for areas within the Connecting 
Devon and Somerset rollout.

“Today, thanks to Gigaclear, residents in our parish, 
including Rawridge, Upottery and Smeatharpe will soon 
be able to access up to 1,000Mbps pure fibre broadband 
without any contribution to the network build costs.

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Exhibition celebrates local landscapes 


AN exhibition which opened at the Museum of Somer¬ 
set in Taunton in March celebrates the work of a group 
of artists who worked in the Blackdown Hills at the be¬ 
ginning of the 20th century. 

‘A Fragile Beauty: Art on the Blackdown Hills 1909 
to 1925’ showcases the work of The Camden Town 
Group, which captured the beauty of the Blackdown 
Hills during a period when the First World War was 
changing English society forever. 

The Camden Town Group, led by Walter Sickert, was 
named after the London district where many of the 
artists lived and worked. Initially, they painted contem¬ 
porary urban life, but later they were drawn to the coun¬ 
tryside, especially the Blackdown Hills. 

Inspired by the example of the impressionists and post- 
impressionists, artists such as Spencer Gore, Charles 
Ginner and Robert Bevan created Somerset and Devon 
landscape paintings of great freshness and immediacy. 

“They came to Applehayes, Clayhidon, as the guests 
of Harold Harrison, an estate owner and amateur artist,” 


Tom Mayberry, chief executive of the South West Her¬ 
itage Trust, explained. 

“The Blackdown Hills were remote and artistically un¬ 
explored when they arrived there and their paintings are 
a wonderful celebration of landscape. 

“Though the world they knew was so different from 
ours, many of the landscapes and buildings they painted 
have hardly changed.” 

The Museum of Somerset has to rely entirely on loans 
from other museums and from private collectors. Loans 
include Spencer Gore’s ‘Applehayes’ from the Ulster 
Museum, and Charles Ginner’s ‘Landscape with Farm- 
house’ from Manchester Art Gallery. The exhibition also 
includes works from private collections that have rarely 
been seen in public. The exhibition runs until July 8th 
and entry is free of charge.

tubes or spirals by pulling up the tube to expose any 
mouse or vole damage. Please do not use wound paint, 
wound paints and dressings claim to prevent rot and help 
trees heal from pruning wounds, but research suggests 
that they actually do more harm than good. 

When you cut off a tree limb, or the bark gets damaged, 
the tree never actually ‘heals’. Instead, it compartmen¬ 
talises the wounded area with a special type of calloused 
wood - like a scar - that keeps out bacteria and helps the 
rest of the tree. Use an organic fungicide as this will also 
discourage voles and mice. Look for root damage and 
cover it up but not with straw as this will encourage more 
creatures. 

The Blackdown Hills Trust (www.theblackdownhill- 
strust.co.uk) will be putting out their butterfly cards as 
last year in various outlets (see website), these have been 
very useful to butterfly conservation for monitoring some 
of the failing species, so please pick one up. 


WE seem to always have some new tree disease, there is 
currently an outbreak of chestnut blight. 

Sweet chestnut blight is caused by a fungus called Cry- 
phonectria parasitica, which gets into the trees through 
wounds or graft sites. Although oak trees suffer very little 
damage if they are infected by the fungus, they can 
spread it, so restrictions on movements of oak material 
are also required as a precaution. 

Sweet chestnut blight was found in Devon in December 
2016, initially south of Exeter. You may have seen arti¬ 
cles in the forestry or local media about this. As a result 
of related survey and tracing work, the Forestry Com¬ 
mission has now identified another zone in Devon and 
one in Dorset where restrictions are required. For more

The use 
of recycled glass in the trademark dark blue bottles 
is used to preserve the products.

There is constant 
research carried out there by people educated in this 
science, maintaining up to the minute knowledge. To 
date, they have planted 700 trees towards helping the 
environment. 


The reasoning for this is that Islabikes will be re¬ 
sponsible for that bike and will, upon its return to the 
factory, recycle the whole of the bike's components 
into rebuilding them into a “new” one. 

As raw materials may become scarce and expensive, 
this will change the way that manufacturers deal with 
the public. 

Just imagine if we changed the way we did business 
with the manufacturers of cars, washing machines and 
other white goods and consumer electronics. Much 
would depend upon these manufacturers designing 
their products for easy repair, reasonable monthly 
costs and ultimately recycling of all component parts. 

The Islabikes website is well worth a visit and you 
should watch her three minute video for inspiration. 
So what are you waiting for?
